§ l. ‘The Governor of this State is hereby authorized to execute and 
sell the bonds-of this State to‘an‘amount not exceeding the amount of 
such bonds of this State as bear interest at the rate of ten per centum

§ 18. All free white male inhabitants of the age of twenty-one years 
and upwards, who shall have resided within the city for twelve months 
next preceding the election, shall be entitled to vote at any and all elec- 
tions for city officers, and at such elections the vote shall be given vva 
voce. .

be elected an assessor for the city, who shall at the time of his election

§ 20. At each general election for the officers of the city, there shall 
be elected a city constable, who-shall at the time of his election possess 
the same qualifications as were required for councilmen, who shall, be- 
fore entering upon the discharge of the duties of his office, take the oath 
prescribed in this act, and enter into bond to the corporation with two or 
more sufficient securities, tó be approved by the mayor, conditioned for 
the faithful discharge of the duties of his ‘office, which bond shall be de-

Your memorialists, the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, 
would respectfully call your attention to the subject of the improvement . 
of the great swamps in the south east portion of. Missouri, and the north 
east portion of the State of Arkansas. ‘These swamps, or rather one great 
swamp, commence in the lower part of Cape Girardeau county, inthis | 
State, and extend southwardly in New Madrid, Scott, and Stoddard, and ` 
Wayne, and Ripley counties’; thence into Arkansas‘so far south as Mem- 
phis, cutting off communication between the Mississippi river and the in- į 
terior, to an extent of more than two hundred miles. On account of 
this, a great portion of our citizens, and those ‘of “Arkansas, ¢an have no 
communication with the Mississippi river, unless by a circuitous route of 
several hundred miles, and are thus deprived of an outlet and market for 
the surplus. produce. The land embraced within the limits of. the swamp, 
in its present condition, is of no value to the government or any one else, 
but on the contrary,-is a great evil, and in many, ways detrimental to the 
interest of the United States. ‘The land bordering on the swamp is very 
rich, and would command a high price, if it were not for the swamp, 
which endangers, and is the cause of, sickness and disease, not‘only to 


those in its immediate border, but to the whole population for many miles 


around. . Your memorialists cannot believe that the Government of the 
United States will understandingly suffer so.great a public evil, indeed, a 
public nuisance, to continue to exist in our otherwise favored State. To 
remove the evil and reclaim the many thousand of acres of land. embraced 
within the limits of this swamp, is no doubt the desire of the General 
Government, as it is [of ] your memorialists.

To the Congress of the United States : 


Your memorialists, the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, 
would respectfully represent that the laws at present regulating the post 
office department and fixing the rates of postage are, in their opinion, de- 
fective and oppressive in their operation, and should be speedily amended. 
The people of Missouri are subjected to great inconvenience from the ir- 

. regularity of the mails, and finding the long continuance and constant 
repetition of this evil, they are forced-to attribute it to a defect, in. the 
law. Your memorialists would further represent that.the present rates of 
postage are excessive and bear most heavily upon all classes of the peo-. 
‘ple of this, State. Our population is composed almost entirely of emi- 
grants from other States ;—a large portion of them from the Atlantic 

_ States—they are thus almost debarred the privilege of a correspondence 
through the post office by the heavy postage on letters. They desire, 
also, to take newspapers published in the States from which they emi- 

—grated, and where their friends reside; but upon these again the postage 
is so heavy as to be oppressive. Your memorialists would further repre- ` 
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sent that great inconvenience is sustained, particularly by the people : of 
Missouri, by reason of the different ‚rates of postage not being made to 


correspond with the coinage of the United States, thus rendering it difi~ . 


cult to procure the proper amount. Your memorialists would further rep- 
resent that gross abuses are committed in the exercise of the franking’ 
privilege, and are daily increasing.

tions should be brought into market without further delay; there can be no 
reason why it should not be done.

The General Assembly of the State-of Missouri respectfully repre- 
sent to your honorable bodies, that the rapid developement of the resources 
of the south-western portion of our State, the steady increase of agricul- 
ture and manufactures, with a corresponding rapid increase of population, 
render apparent the necessity of a channel to convey the different products 
of that region to market. An immense surplus of corn, flour, tobacco, 
hemp, bacon, whiskey, &c. is annually produced by our citizens, and. fre- 
quently perish on their hands. for the want of navigable facilities. The only 
important navigable stream in the vicinity of the south-western corner of our -< 
State, is the Neosho or Grand river of. the Arkansas. This river flows within 
the limits of the Indian territory nearly parallel with the western boundary 
line of this State, (and at the mouth of Lost’ creek, ‘but five miles from it) 
and discharges its waters into the Arkansas buta few miles below. Fort 
Gibson, in the Cherokee nation of Indians. It is a noble river, with vast 
capacities of navigation, but owing to the fact thatitis bevond our juris- 
diction, and also to the existence of laws prohibitory in their character, it 
is useless in a great degree to our citizens. With but little expense to the 
United States government, it can.be` rendered navigable for steam boats six 
months in twelve, and for flat and keel boats during the year, as far up as 
the Pomme de Terre or Spring river, with tle Neosho. Your memorial- 
ists will further state that the Pomme de Terre. or Spring river, can be 
made navigable as high up as the point where Centre creek forms its junc- 
tion with the same. Your memorialists will further state, there: are many 
small streams having their sources in this State, which discharge their waters 
into the Neosho, and are capable of flat and keel boat navigation; amongst 
these are Elk river or Cowskin, Centre and Shoal creeks. The country 
situated upon the tributaries of the Neosho has no outlet to market, except 
what is afforded by that river; it is fertile and productive, covers a superficial 
area of near 9000 square’ miles, with a population of about 20,000 inhab- 
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of selling, exchanging, giving, bartering, or diSposing of any spirituous liquors, 
but bona fide to carry and convey them tothe principal markets of the Union. 
This evil weighs like an“incubus on the prosperity: of the counties vf south-' 
western Missouri;it retards theig growth,-and destroys the spirıt-of .enter- 
prise among their citizens—it amounts to a direct, non-intercourse law, by 
which our trade with our sister States is cut offi Does not justice and the 
spirit of our free institutions require that this evil should be removed? Your- 
memorialists doubt not the fact that there are vast quantities of ardent spir- 
its conveyed and smuggled into the Indian nations, with no good intention 

but in direct violation of the laws made for the protection of the Indians, 

and the honor and integrity of the nation require that the General Govern- 
merit should in ail such cases see that the laws are strictly and rigidly en- 
forc but it is unnecessary to’ guard against this evil, thata large portion 

of our citizens should be deprived of the means of navigation, that ther 

channels through the Neosho, the Arkansas ‘and the Mississippi, to the great 
southern market should be destroyed and entirely lost. We therefore urgé 
upon your honorable bodies the necessity as well as the justice. of altering 

or amending the law on this subject, so that our citizens can have a free, un- 


’ disturbed and unlimited use of the navigable rivers, flowing through the In-
